DOLLFUSS NAMED TORCH

ROME, Feb. 1%—An Italian 
government spokesman said to- 
day Great Britain, France nad 
Italy will issue official declar- 
ations shortly emphatically stat- 
ing the necessity of Austrian in- 
dependence and simultaneously 
re-affirming their intention of 
doing all then can to help Aus- 
tria maintain that independ- 
ence. 


PARIS, Feb, 17.—A three-power 
warning to Germany that Austria 
must not be meddled with was 


reported virtually agreed upon 
last night by Great Britain, Italy 
and France. A public declara- 
tion forming a “moral bloc” of 
the big powers would be signed 
under such a project in an effort 
to “frighten” Nazis from attempt- 
ing to overpower the Austrian 
chancellor, Engelbert Dollfuss. 

The pronouncement was propos- 
ed by Premier Benito Mussolini of 
Italy, who is leaving no stone un- 
turned to keep Austria a _ buffer 
state between Fascism and Nazi- 
ism. 

Final decisions in the matter were 
eonsidered probable during  inter- 
views today among Anthony Eden, 
Lord Privy Seal for Great Britain; 
Premier Gaston Doumergue 
France, and the Frénch. foreign 
minister, Louis Barthou. 

French statesmen insist that tri- 
power action will smooth the way 
for a League of Nations decision, 
rather than prevent Chancellor 
Dollfuss from taking the question 
to the Geneva body, as the Austrian 
cabinet empowered him to do.

WORTHAM, Norfolk, England, 
Feb. 17.-Police made their first 
raid against British Fascists at 
noon today taking into custody 100 
of the “Black Shirts” of Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s organization. 

Nearly 200 policemen made the 
raid. 

The Fascists, several days ago, en- 
camped on two farms as voluntary 
pickets in the “tithe war” in which 
farmers have refused to pay their 
traditional church assessment. 

The police considered the Fascists 
self-appointed guardians who, on 
one farm, dug trenches and crected 
barricades in- an effort to prevent 
the bailiffs from seizing pigs and 
cattle which had been impounded 
for unpaid tithes.

VIENNA, Feb. 17.—The Aus- 
trian government turned defin- 
itely toward Fascism e@ly today, 
and amid a peace marred by 
fighting in the sewers of Vienna 
struck another crushing blow at 
the Socialists. Five more par- 
ticipants in the rebellion were 
hanged last night and a court 
martial sentenced another six to 
die this morning, as the Dollfuss 
cabinet, after long deliberation, 
hurled thousands of other Social- 
ists out of offices to which they 
had been elected. 


The cabinet announced at the} 
same time the addition of another 
Fascist Heimwehr minister to the 
government 

Vienna police conducted a search 
for Socialist weapons and probed 
underground sewer passes for lurk- 
ing detachments of gunmen. Shortly 
before midnight the search had} 


yielded 50 machine guns 
1,100 hand grenades, 800,000 rounds 
of ammunition and 30 pounds of 
dynamite. 


NORMAL LIFE RESTORED

Many 
members of the staff are now paid 
from $750 to $1000 I€ss than what 
their normal salary would be at the 
present time.

Part- 
time members of the staff in medi- 
cine, dentistry, law and education 
have taken reductions in honoraria. 
And all instructors have been called 
on to do more work because of the 
reduction in the amount of teach- 
ing assistance.”

BRATISLAVA, Czechoslovakia, 
Feb 17.—Blame for hundreds of 


Austrian deaths in machine gun 
and artillery fire was placed at the 
door of the Austrian government by 
Dr. Julius Deutsch, commander-in- 
chief of the Socialist forces and 
general secretary of the Austrian 
Socialist party, last night in an in- 
terview. 

“For years I have offered to dis- 
arm the republican guards if others 
would do likewise and prohibit 
weapons for any other than regular 
branches of the government's armed 
forces.” the exiled and wounded 
leader asserted, 

“This demand also was made in 
parliament, but nothing came of it. 
They went even farther and called 
me a coward.” 

The former war officer—who re- 
ceived many decorations from the 
crowned heads of the triple alliance

DESPAIR OF SUPPORT 

Moreover, it was despair of any 
real support from such a French 
government which at least contrib- 
uted mightily to the recent decision 
of Pilsudski to make a_ separate 
bargain with Berlin, thus breaking 
up the old French bloc in Central 
and Eastern Europe, which had} 
survived intact from the early post-| 
war days. 

Despairing of France, the Little 
Entente will go to Italy. If Mus- 
solini in turn fails them they will 
go separately to Berlin, make 
such terms as they can with Hit- 
ler, and at a single stroke the 
supremacy of German policy 
from the Baltic to the Black Sea, 
and from the Rhine to the Car- 
pathians will be assured. And 
when he has completed German 
rearmament and at least begun 
the economic consolidation of this 
new Mitteleuropa, Hitler can turn 
to the task of dealing with Pol- 
and, Italy and France in his own 
time and way. 

What is not yet sufficiently plain 
in the new world is that in one} 
brief year Hitler has overturned 
the whole European apple-cart. He 
has consolidated his domestic posi- 
tion, smashed the League of Na- 
tions and the Disarmament Confer- 
ence, asserted and applied his claim| 
to rearmament at the French level,| 
broken up the coalition of great 
powers which defeated Germany in 
the World War and_= separated 
France and Poland, thus demolish- 
ing the system of alliances stretch- 
ed about the Reich in the post-war 
years, 


SCARES OUT BRITISH 

In addition, Hitler has scared the 
British out of Europe. A weak and 
divided British cabinet, with a pa- 


cifist at its head and a foreign min- 


ister whose 
single concern is 
to avoid action, 
has succeeded in 
reducing British 
influence to the 
vanishing point 
and, on every de- 
cisive occasion, in 
encouraging eith- 
er Japan or Ger- 
many in _ their 
militaristic or im- 
perialistic pur - 
poses. o far as 
Hitler is  con- 
cerned, only a 
few brief opera- 
tions are needed 
to give him a po- , 
sition in Europe 
no man has held 
since Napoleon Sir John Simon 
fell.

If France and the Little Entente, 


or Italy and the Little Entente, or 
France, Italy and the Little En- 
tente all together do not act with- 
in the next few weeks, first by 
serving an ultimatum upon Ger- 
many and second by proceeding to 
enforce that ultimatum by armed 
intervention, then nothing seems 
available to prevent the creation of 
a new and dominating German em- 
pire, controlled by Hitler and his 
associates and inspired by a nation- 
alistic spirit almost pathological in 
its nature. 

Thus, if the first business of the 
new government in France is to re- 
store domestic order, the second is} 
inevitably to re-establish not only 
French influence but French secur- 
ity as well on the continent, 


BISMARCKIAN EPISODE 

For what Hitler is undertaking is 
to repeat the Bismarckian episode 
on a far more colossal scale. Bis- 
marck precipitated three wars to 
achieve the unity of the Hohenzol- 
lern Empire, one with Denmark, 
another with Austria, and a third 
with France, At the same time he 
successfully kept the several inter- 
ested nations apart and was able to 
deal with them in order. 

Austria is Hitler's Denmark, In 
his mind Czechoslovakia is what 
Austria was to Bismark in 1866, Be- 
yond lies the eventual war with 
France which runs through the 
whole story of his own book, now 
become the political Bible of the 
Nazis. He has gotten Poland out of 
the way. If he can keep France and 
Italy separated, if by good fortune

of success are almost certain. 


I do not think, therefore, that it 
can be an exaggeration to say that 
the whole history of Europe—at 
least for the next half century— 
must turn upon the decision which 
the new French cabinet must 
make within the next few weeks 
in the matter of Austria.

Measurably the 
situation today is 
like that of 1922, 
when _ Poincare 
came into office.

| Germany was op- 
enly defiant and 
the whole struc- 
ture of the peace 
treaties was crum- 
bling. Poincare 
met that situation 
by an occupation | 
of the Ruhr which 
broke the im- 
mediate will of the Germans for 
resistance and paved the way for 
the Truce of Locarno. 

Doumergue, or any other man 
who now has to conduct French 
foreign policy, can only have the 
choice of Poincare in 1922 and in 
the end can hardly escape follow- 
ing his example. 

If Germany can now arm at will, 
absorb Austria, destroy the Little 
Entente, what after that will be the 
situation of France in the face of 
this new Germany fired by the 
Hitler gospel and intoxicated by the 
extent of its success? 

Thus not only is the situation to- 
day like that of 1922 but, I am also 
convinced, the solution taken by 
the present French government will 
be like that of the past. 


Once the new government has 
taken hold and the Austrian ap- 
peal to Geneva comes up for dis- 
Position, in my judgment we shall 
see issue from Paris another ulti- 
matum which will prove te prel- 
ude to a new invasion of Ger- 
many. Nor do I think that this 
time French armies, if they are 
epoceentat, will halt short of Ber- 

in. 


The objective of French military 
operations now, moreover, would 
not be the seizure of the Rhineland 
or even the permanent occupation 
of German territory or the con- 
tinuation of German disarmament. 


RIGIDLY RESTRICTED 

On the contrary it would be rigid- 
ly restricted to the overthrow of 
the Nazi regime. If the consequences 
of the Hitler Revolution were dis- 
closed to the German people within 
one brief year in the form of a new 
invasion and an actual occupation 
of Berlin, the result might be the 
permanent discrediting of the 
Fuehrer and his cause, 

In any event this much is true, 
that such a conclusion will be held 
by the men who are now to dom- 
inate and direct French policy, And

if they hesitate and weaken now it 
is plain that the consequences, not 
only for them but for France and 
for Europe, must be incalculable, In 
1866 France stood aside and let Bis- 
marck conquer Austria; less than 
five years later Prussian troops were 
under the walls of Paris, having 
destroyed one French army at Sedan 
and captured another at Metz. 

In sum, today the relation of 
Austria to the European situation 
is identical with its relation two 
generations ago. If _ therefore 
France lets Hitler repeat the tri- 
umph of Bigmarck, she can only 
expect that the later consequences 
of her passivity will be like the 
earlier, Thus the new French 
cabinet has shortly to decide be- 
tween the risks of a war of pre- 
vention against a disarmed Ger- 
many now and a war of self-de- 
fense against this same Germany, 
armed and expanded, at the mo- 
ment Hitler chooses to launch it, 
To believe that France will wait, 
moreover, is to believe that those 
who now direct French policy are 
blind to the lessons of French his- 
tory. And certainly nothing that 
Doumergue, Tardieu or even Her- 
riot has said or done, in the post- 
war years justifies any such con- 
clusion.

REMEDIAL POLICIES 

First: Classify the prisoners. 
Generally speaking first offenders 
are in for only minor crimes, There 
are exceptions, of course, but we 
must be guided by the rule. First 
ffenders should be segregated and 

pt apart from old offenders or 
repeaters. They should be treated 
more generously and given an op- 
portunity of earning privileges by 
good behaviour, They should also 
be given a lecture twice a week 
on subjects that will improve their 
minds and on the evlis of crime, 
Well selected books should be pro- 
vided, also writing materials and 
prizes should be given for composi- 
tions on the lecture subjects. 

Combs and small mirrors should 


be provided and every incentive 
given in the matter of -personal 
cleanliness. An increase in good 


time allowance to five days a 
month might be included. 

Second: Sub-classification of cld 
offenders or “repeaters.” Here grcat 
care and discretion would be neces- 
sary, and inmates in this category 
should be kept under observation 
for at least a month before classifi- 
cation is made. Even then the 
classification should carry with it 
a month's probationary provision 
under which a breach of the rules 
of the new class to which the pris- 
oner had been promoted would en- 
tail not only reversion to the old 
class but punishment as well. In 
regard to old or hardened crim- 
inals, great care in their promo- 
tion to a higher class would be 
essential, otherwise the very ends 
aimed at in classification and seg- 
regation would be defeated, A lec- 
ture once a week to old offenders 
be given as an educational meas- 
ure, 


DINING SEGREGATION 
Third: Change in the 
system, Class A offenders wouid 
go to the dining hall at 7:12, and 
5 o'clock. Class B, old offenders, 
thirty minutes later at eacn meal, 
There are two cell blocks at “The 
Fort,” entirely separate, and if these 
suggestions were carried out segre-

Eleventh: Officers to be chosen 
for their understanding of human 
nature as well as intelligence and 
ability. It should be part of the 
warden's duty to instruct his 
officers in all matters of duty and 
to deliver lectures on the best 
method of carrying out their duties, 
consistent with discipline which 
should be maintained at call times, 


ELEVEN NECESSARY 
REFORMS 

Under these eleven headings I 
have outlined what I consider very 
necessary reforms at “The Fort” 
which can all be effected without 
extra cost to the government and 
without any undue delay. Many 
other changes could be suggested, 
but if these are made as enum. 
erated I am sure it will reduce the 
crime record of the province as far 
as the young first offenders are 
concerned, 

In all of the matters about which 
I have written I have written from 
personal observation and first hand 
knowledge, There are other evils 
of which I have no personal know!l- 
edge but of which I have heard 
much from men who did have first 
hand information; still others I 
gathered from general talk by re- 
leased prisoners. They deal with the 
farm at “The Fort” and whether it 
is being operated in the best pos- 
sible manner for the public interest; 
of the waste of time in walking to 
and from work by outside parties; 


the condition of animals slaugh- 
tered for food and the amount of 
meat killed compared to the 
amount served the priseners; the 
grade of flour used for making 
bread. These are matters that 


could be looked into; personally I 
can give no first-hand informaticn 
about them,

west as well as the north, which is 
opening up, but there are no approe 
priations for that work. I venture 
to say that when this government 
changes, as it will change when 
there is a general election, the dee 
pression will not cut much of a@ 
figure in the demands made on the 
new government.

COALITION CLAP-TRAP 

Thus early in the session the legislature has 
heard the specious plea that “There is no room 
for politics in Alberta; we should marshal the 
best brains of all the people in the province in 
the legislature,” etc., and so bring in an era of 
sweet accord and universal contentment. 

This has been heard before. We are likely 
to hear more in the same strain before the 
session ends. That sort of “soft talk” usually 
becomes common when elections draw near and 
a government is not sure that it can win. It is 
also the common currency of an opposition 
leader who would like to get into office but 
sees no hope unless he is taken into a coalition 
government. 

The weakness of the argument is that when 
“best brains,” or even tolerably good brains, 
are brought together in a legislative body dif- 
ferences of opinion necessarily arise, cleavages 
develop, and “politics” start. A congress of 
jack-rabbits is the model of a legislature with- 
out party divisions. Sentient beings cannot long 
maintain harmony at the expense of suppress- 
ing the impulse to think and have opinions, 


A MATTER OF COURAGE 
Secretary Morgenthau casually announced 
at Washington the successful marketing of 


$800,000,000 of U.S. treasury notes, half the 
bonds bearing 2'4 per cent interest and the 
other half 3 per cent. The bonds were sub- 


scribed four times over. 

The financial requirements of the Govern- 
ment of Canada are trifling in comparison with 
the $9,000,000,000 of extra expenditure to which 
the Government of the United States is pledged 
by its recovery program. If Washington can 
borrow money at 2% or 3 per cent, Ottawa 
could borrow at the same rates for its smaller 
requirements, if our Government had the 
courage to say it would pay no more, and to say 
that unless the money were forthcoming it 
would issue new currency in the amount re- 
quired, 

Investors in the United States are not lend- 
ing their money to the Government at low 
interest rates just from an impulse to generosity. 
They know that behind the request for cheap 
loans stands a President who intends to carry 
through his NRA program and will do it if 
necessary by issuing money at no cost but that 
of putting through the operation. 

The Government of Canada does not have 
to let private greed fix the rate it must pay for 
money. The Government can set the rate it 
will pay, and give the credit mongers the choice 
of supplying the money at that rate or of having | 
the Government supply itself without paying 
any interest to anybody. The whole public 
debt of Canada could be re-financed at rates no 
higher than Washington is paying, if the 
ministers had courage enough to take the matter 
in hand, 

Canadians have been robbed and swindled 
long enough by the greed and duplicity of 
our so-called financial wizards in Toronto and 
Montreal, It is time we stopped paying high 
interest on our own national credit to these 
money changers, 


STONE-THROWING 

Most Canadians know, from native intelli- 
gence or unhappy experience, that speculation 
is a dangerous enterprise, Any of them who 
did not know that four years ago must have 
been enlightened by the barrage of solemn 
warning and fatherly advice that has been 
showered upon them during the days of de- 
pression by our national leaders in finance, 
business and politics. 

But there is a possibility these excellent 
admonitions may not have made the impression 
they should, by reason of the sources from 
which they come, For which of these suil-ap- 
pointed advisers of the public against the 
hazards of speculation do not themselves owe 
their wealth to speculative investments? And 
just, who, for the matter of that, is going to | 
draw the line and say where investment ends 
and speculation begins? 

This is not a defence of speculation. It is | 
Only a mild protest against the spectacle of 
Successful speculators posing as guardians of the 
public against the perils of speculation. No 


doubt a gambler who has cleaned up at the card 
table can give others some solid reasons why | 
they should keep clear of games of chance. But 
he need not be surprised if his hearers, more 
impressed by his success than by his advice, 
do not take the advice seriously. 

There is a suggestion in this smug denun- 
ciation of speculation by our “best minds” that 
the Canadjan people are badly in need of in- 
struction on the subject. It has been more 
than hinted, with a repetition that is growing 
monotonous, that the wildly reckless people of 


this Dominion threw away their money in good 
times by investing in obviously doubtful ven- 
tures, and heve therefore suffered only what 
was coming to them since deflation manipula- 
tion began to squeeze the value out of their 
property and security holdings. 

Canadians, in the great majority, did nothing 
of the kind. They bought stocks and bonds 
which were recommended to them in the names 
of some of the millionaire gentlemen who are 
now telling them they should not have specu- 
lated, securities of companies in which these 
gentlemen were known to be officers and direc- 
tors, and for whose capitalization and security 
offerings they were responsible. 

If the average Canadian citizen, inspired by 
the example of these successful investors, put 
his money into enterprises with which they 
were connected, he at least might expect to be 
spared at this time reproof at their hands for 
having done so. If speculation was a foolish 
thing for him he has paid dearly for his folly, 
and in any case it does not seem to be in order 
for those who sinned more deeply and more 
profitably to cast stones at him.

The Passing Show

When you see headlines in the papers about 
nations declaring tariff wars upon other nations, 
depend upon it, it is war—war in which in- 
juries are inflicted upon the innocent, and in 
which bad feelings are engendered among those 
who stand to win or lose by the outcome. 

Here's a quotation from a 
speech by an admiral about 


a trade war in which his 
country, he feels, is being 
hurt. He doesn’t see any dif- 


ference in essence between a 
trade war and a blood war. 
He indicates that the trade 
war will lead to a blood war. 
It’s of particular interest to- 
day because the admiral is 
none other than Admiral 
Suetsuga, Commander-in- 


J. S. Cowper 
Chief of the combined fleets of the Imperial | 
Japanese Navy. This is (in part) what he says: 

World envy parallels the steady rise of 

the Japanese in world affairs... . 


The entire issues involved transcend 
diplomacy. Anglo-Japanese competition in 
cotton is responsible for today’s deplorable 
diplomacy. Likewise America’s eagerness 
for China trade, as well as our own ideas 
for thé development of Manchuria, places 
agreements between America and Japan 
in the darkest light. 

Heretofore, the United States sold heavy 
industrial products here, while we traded 
cotton and materials. As long as the dif- 
ferent lines of trade did not clash, that 
situation prevailed, but Japan's cotton and 
yarn business is not our only merchandise 
now. 

We build warships. It is not difficult to 
produce airplanes and automobiles. And 
a trade war between Japan and America is 
inevitable. 

The economic clash in the China market 
is similar to the situation there between 
Great Britain and Germany prior to the 
World War, which created a_ ten-year 
economic clasi: before the war itself... . 

America better prepare herself by con- 
centrating her vessels in the San Francisco 
zone.... 

The time has passed when the powers 
can force us with threats. Any country 
scheming with such a psychology will find 
itself greatly mistaken... . 

We do not believe that diplomacy will 
settle the issue and we are determined to 
prepare for the worst possibilities of an 
economic and political clash. 

Don’t miss the significance of that second 
sentence: “The entire issues involved transcend 
diplomacy,” and that last one commencing “We 
do not believe that diplomacy will settle the 
issues.’ They mean that in Admiral Suetsuga’s 
judgment, the trade war will have to be settled 
by a blood war that will stain the Pacific red 
with the blood of American gobs and’ Japanese 
sailors. These poor chaps won't know that they 
are to suffer and die for markets and profits for 
wealthy industrialists. The Admiral knows in 
whose interest he will be fighting when the time 
comes. 

In the World War the men in Canada who 
profited were the munition makers and the 
investors in tax-exempt Victory bonds—many 
of them having the dual identity. The men who | 
fought and survived, came home to work and | 
pay for the clothes they wore overseas, the 
food they ate, the guns they carried and the 
ammunition they fired. Now, many of them 
haven't even work. 


At the other end of Canada, centering on 
the city of Ottawa another kind of a war is 
raging. It is between two very high prelates of 
the Catholic Church, over the question of pre- | 
cedence on official occasions. It is one of those 
delicate problems which give governments 
worry. | 

Since the days of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Can- | 
ada has had a Papal legate at Ottawa, as an 
official representative of the Vatican. The pre- 
sent legate is Monsignor Cassulo, who is given 
a stated position at state dinners and other 
official ceremonies, 

A year or so ago Bishop Villeneuve of 
Gravelbourg, Sask., was appointed Archbishop 
of Quebec, and created cardinal. In the tables 
of church precedence a cardinal ranks higher 
than a monsignor, and Cardinal Villeneuve | 
accordingly claims to take precedence on state 
occasions over Monsignor Cassulo. Cardinal 
Villeneuve had arranged to attend the state 
dinner and the opening of Parliament recently, 
but declined to do so when he learned that the 
higher seal was to be occupied by Monsignor 
Cassulo as the representative of the Vatican. 
The Cardinal, as a prince of the church, is ask- 
ing for an inquisition to decide his claim for 
precedence, 

The government has not altered the table 
of precedence. It recognizes the cardinal only 
as Archbishop of Quebec at state functions, 
applying the same rule as to members of the 
House of Lords in Canada. Involved in the 
dispute is a question as to whether recognition 
of the cardinal’s claim that church precedence 
should be observed by the state, would not be 
construed as recognition of the Papal state.

Racial disputes are liable to crop out in two 
places during the present parliamentary session. 
There is the silent protest of the English prov- 
inces at having bi-lingualism forced upon them 
by the Radio Commission in defiance of the 
statute tha! limits bi-lingualism to Quebec, the 
Houses of Parliament and the Exchequer and 
Supreme Courts at Ottawa. Premier Bennett, 
who was the beneficiary of the protesting 
element in the West at the last election, will 
not underrate the strength of this quiet protest 
against the extension of bi-lingualism to the 
English provinces. 

A much more volatile dispute will be over 
the government's plans to reduce the $253,000 
a year cost of French translation of English 
speeches. It wants to engage translators on a 
per diem basis for the session, instead of on a 
yearly basis, as hitherto, 

If you were a French translator, drawing 
a yearly salary and having to work only five 
months in the year, you'd holler, wouldn't you, 
if somebody wanted to leave you without salary 
for the seven months in which you had nothing 
to do. There'll be lots of hollering at Ottawa 
before the proposed change is accepted, if at all.

Sacro-lliac Strain 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One of the disorders which seems to be 
greatly increasing at the present time is sacro- 
iliac strain. It may interest you to know that 
when Helen Wills lost her championship by de- 
fault in a tennis game because of pain in the 
back, the origin of her trouble is said to have 
been sacro-iliac strain. You 
will probably see this subject 
mentioned in the newspapers 
from time to time. 

In my own experience I 
have noted that more and 
more people are coming to 
me with this type of lower 
back pain, caused by a slip- 
ping out of place of some of 
the bones of the sacro-iliac 
region. One possible reason 
for the increase in this

trouble is that it may be due to driving an 
automobile and that the position of the body 
while driving may encourage such a misplace- 
ment. Most of the cases I have seen are affected 
in the right side of the body and this might 
be due to the thrust of the right leg in using 


the foot throttle to feed gas. At any rate, I 
know that automobile designers are now con- 
sidering the best type of seat for the driver, 
which will best overcome any tendency to back 
strain. 

Sacro-iliac strain frequently begins after a 
fall, or a sudden twisting or wrenching of the 
body. There is no doubt that a simple slipping 
out of place of some of the bones in the sacro- 
iliac region may become a severe condition in 
those who have any tendency to rheumatism or 
arthritis as in such a case, the rheumatic poisons 
may settle through the area and set up an in- 
flammation. 

The main symptom of sacro-iliac strain is 
pain which is often severe and which seems to 
arise in the lower part of the back where the 
joint between the spine and hip-bone is 
located, The pain may last for several days 
and is best relieved by rest and heat. 

The following treatment is the one I advise 
in sacro-iliac strain: you are to go to an Osteo- 
path or Chiropractor and have him give you an 
adjustment which will put the bones back into 
proper alignment. In the average case, this 
will require only one treatment, but if the case 
is severe or if the back has been out of place 
for any length of time, several treatments may 
be required. 

In order to give the parts rest it is sometimes 
advisable to have the doctor who treats the 
back, strap it up with adhesive tape. Another 
helpful measure is to place a pad in the heel 
of the shoe which is worn on the foot of the 
affected side. 

The use of heat is also suggested, and you 
may use the small deep-therapy lamp, the elec- 
tric pad, or the hot water bottle, or any similar 
treatment, and of which will afford temporary 
relief. 

I also suggest that you use the short fasting 
regimen followed by the cleansing diet, which 
will assist in removing any rheumatic inflam- 
mation which may have settled around the in- 
jured area. While exercise should be avoided 
as long as any acute inflammation is present, 
the permanent cure of the condition depends 
upon sufficient exercise to develop the back 
muscles in order that the sacro-iliac joint will 
be held in proper place in a natural manner. 

With the help cf the above measures, you 
will be able to overcome the pain due to sacro- 
iliac strain.

QUESTION: B.G U. of Paterson, N.J., 
writes: “I want to know how to build up my 
resistance to colds.” 

ANSWER: There are a number of measures 
which will be of benefit in increasing your re- 
sistance to colds; for example, treatments with 
with sun lamp, avoidance of constipation, more 
active outdoor exercise and the use of a cor- 
rective diet which will help to cut down the 
tendency to the formation of mucus in the 
body. I have some information regarding colds 
which I will be pleased to send you if you will 
write me a letter. 

QUESTION — From Mandan, N. Dakota: 
“Would you recommend bear grease or skunk 
fat to rub on in gout?” 

ANSWER—I would not prescribe either of 
these and suggest that you have the patient 
write and secure a copy of my article on this 
subject.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1919, all Can- 
ada, irrespective of party, mourn- 
ed the death of Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier. It is difficult for the present 


generation to realize the affection 
the Canadian people had for this 
picturesque leader, any more than 
they can comprehend the practi- 
cal worship of his great prede- 
cessor, Sir John A. Macdonald. 
Both of them had that personal 
magnetism which attracts the 
masses and invokes admiration, 
even though the citizen might be 
of opposite political faith. Many 
opposed their politics, but ad- 
mired the men and counted it an 
honor to be recognized by either 
Sir John or Sir Wilfrid. 

One often wonders what might 
have been Laurier’s end had not 
the war come. That catastrophe 
changed all things, including 
Canadian politics. Perhaps the 
best summing up of the circum- 
stances of Sir Wilfrid's passing 
was written by John W. Dafoe, 
of the Winnipeg Free Press: 

“The serenity of mind which 
had sustained him in all the 
changes of a long and varied life 
did not desert him; and he looked 
forward with fortitude to the end. 
He had come a long way from the 
humble beginning in St, Lin 77 


years before. Childhood, happy, 
care free boyhood; a youth of gal- 
lant comradeship with the young 
men of a fighting political army; 
the ardors of a career in the mak- 
ing full of delights of battle with 
his peers; the call to the command; 
the conquest of the premiership; 
the long, crowded, brilliant years 
of office, with their deep anx- 


ieties, crushing responsibilities, 
great satisfactions, substantial 
achievements; the bitterness of 


unexpected defeat; the gallant 
fight to win back to power end- 
ing by a stroke of fate in disas- 
ter; the final disruption of his 
party and the loss of old friends 
who had followed him in victory 
or defeat; these recollections must 
have been much in his mind dur- 
ing this year of afterglow. 


“The end was fitting in its 
swiftness and dignity. No linger- 
ing, painful illness, but a swift 
and a happy release.” 

Today to that little cemetery 
outside of Ottawa there will tra~ 
vel the thoughts of many who 
loved Laurier. Some of those 
living near may be able to lay 
formal offerings on his tomb. 
Others can but offer their spirit- 
ual tribute to the great son of 
Quebec, whose friendship it is a 
rare privilege to remember. 


The Mail Bag 


BANK CLEARINGS 

Editor Bulletin: Each week, 
each month, and each year, we 
have the bank clearings of the 
leading cities of Canada placed 
before us for review, apparently, 
‘to act as a barometer of business 
conditions. 

Bank clearings at one time 
were and could be regarded as a 
leading barometer of business 
conditions and, judging from the 
way they are paraded for review 


in most instances they are yet so 


considered. But, the fact, never- 
theless, remains that they are de- 
fective in that they record only 
inter-bank transactions—transac- 
tions through which one bank be- 
comes either the debtor or cred- 
itor of another. They do not 
record the numerous transactions 
in which the transfer of value is 
made within a single bank as, for 
example, where the purchaser 
and the seller of values that are 
paid for by cheque carry their 
accounts in the same bank. As 
the number of separate banks has 
in recent years been steadily 
diminishing through amlagama- 
tions, there being only ten ciar- 
tered banks at the present time, 
as compared with 18 in 1923, 
inter-bank transactions are bear- 
ing a steadily decreasing propor- 
tion to the total of business tran- 
sacted, a fact which goes to ex 
plain the relative smallness of 
the increase in bank clearings 
from a given date to a given date 
and makes the extent of de- 
creases, if any, open to question. 

The Bankers Association agreed 
way back in January, 1924, to 
secure the monthly aggregate fig- 
ures of the amount of cheques 
charged to accounts (bank debits) 
at all leading offices situated in

If 
we could regard the inn as a place 
where we could meet many of our 
parishioners and talk to them, and 
discuss things with them in a man- 
ner otherwise almost impossible, why 
should we not regard it as natural 
that we should go to the pub as to 
any other place? 

Vor Lovers, Too

TO FAMISHING WOLVES 


Spanish Government Plans 
Hunt to Stamp Out Bold 
Pests 


Madrid.—Hungry wolves, which are 
ravaging sheep and’ cattle herds 40 
miles from Madrid, have become so 
fierce that a large hunting expedi- 
tion is being organized by the gov- 


ernment to put an end to them. | 
Heavy snowfalls in the Guadar- 
rama range of mountains have | 


driven large packs of hungry wolves 
from the wooded slopes into the Man- 
zanares valley, and the beasts are 
now masters of the whole plain. 
The wolves are so numerous and 
fierce that sheepdogs avoid them and 
seek refuge in the sheeptoids. 
Every night at dusk the wolves 
enter the villages and carry off sheep, 
goats and calves, and kill cows and 
donkeys. One stock farmer alone has 


already lost 35 head of cattle, de- 
stroyed or carried off by the wild 
beasts. 

Several farmers watched im- 
potently while a cattle herd was 
attacked by wolves. Although the 
cows hurriedly grouped themselves 
together and attempted to defend 
themselves with their horns and 


hoofs, the wolves overpowered them 
and carried them off to the moun- 
tains. 

Municipal councils of the whole of 
the Guadarrama district have sum-

In One State

soldier who has set himself up here 
as a would-be dictator. 


His followers wear green shirts,

Its 
members wear ‘Fascist’? uniforms 
consisting chiefly of a green shirt, 
and they are subjected to severe dis- 
cipline.

Van Severen wants to create 
confederation to be known as

Power Drives Variety 
of Machinery 


WOMEN DELIGHTED 


London—Electric farming in Bri- 
tain is increasing steadily—and it is 
actually finding work for more labor- 
ers. 

Six years ago 600 farmers were 
tentatively experimenting with elec- 
trical aids to agriculture. To-day 
there are 5,000 electric farms in Eng- 
land. 

They are scattered throughout 
Shropshire, Worcestershire, Stafford- 
shire, Bucks, Herts and Sussex. 

Here are some of the things now 
done by electricity on the up-to-date 
farm: “Plowing, winnowing, reap- 
ing, milling, shearing, and all dairy 
work, 

The cost of current for this pro- 
gram of work for a group of 175 
farmers in one area of Bucks and 
Herts worked out at little more than 
$50 a year. 

The pioneer of electric farming in 
England is Borlase Matthews. His 
all-electric Greater Felcourt farm, 
near Lingfield, Sussex, is regarded 
as a model, 

Takes Men Off Dolo 

“When I first electrified my farm 
throughout, six years ago,” he said, 
“farmers came from all over the 
country to study my methods. Farm- 
ers who have taken to electricity find 
they can employ more and more lab- 
orers every year. 

“On my own farm I have had a 
grand year with first-class crops. I 
am thus enabled to pay my agricul- 
tural laborers higher wages than 
even the maximum ¢étandard wage- 
rate. 

“The electrification of those five 
thousand farms has been responsible 
for the employment of hundreds of 
laborers who would otherwise be on 
the dole.” 

8S. E. Britton, agricultural electrical 
engineer for Chester, said that orders 
for electrical farm equipment had 
increased 300 per cent. in five years. 

And here is the farmer's wife's 
point of view: “For the first time in 
my life, since my husband had our 
holding electrified, I have time to go 
to the theatre and a dance or two," 
said Mrs, Framlingham, of Baring 
Farm, near Eccleston. “While the 
electric churn is making butter, I 
am making myself a new dress.’”’

| Before leaving the Zambesi I 
must give a few details regarding 
the mystery of the Zimbabwe ruins 
and the native version of them, és- 
pecially in view of the British and 
American atchacological expedition 
in South Africa for the purpose of 
carrying out scientific investi- 
gations re@arding the Taungs skull 
and ancient ruins. 

The Zimbabwe ruins, described 
as the riddle of South Africa, are 
undoubtedly connected with a 
period of remote antiquity. The 
following episode may be of inter- 
est, for although there is prejudice 
in some quarters against the possi- 
bility of obtaining reliable infor- 
mation in this manner, the incident 
may open up a direction of en- 
quiry, inasmuch as it accords with 
native folklore. And all travellers 
know that, however impossible and 
fantastic these tales appear, there 
is always a substratum of truth, 
and behind the romantic embellish- 
ments there remains a nucleus of 
fact. Indeed, the native history 
and records of the past are neces- 
sarily treasured in these legends 
and handed down to generation 
after generation by word of mouth. 


RUINS ARE HISTORIC 

The historic ruins of Zimbabwe 
are situated in the Sabi river dis- 
trict in the beautiful valleys of! 
Monomotapa, and is one of the 
most enthralling spets in South 
Africa, The valleys are clothed 
with luxurious vegetation, and are 
characterised by prominent cur- 
jously shaped granite kopjes, which 
appear to have been scattered pro- 
miscuously on both banks of the 
great. Sabi river, which winds its 
tortuous course through this de- 
lightful region, Although the 
country looks to be impossible, the 


| 


maze of its undergrowth is inter- 
sected by innumerable Kaffir 
paths. 


Garelles and antelopes abound in 
this country and naturally attract a 
horde of wild beats, who find an! 
unlimited amount of prey

Rhodesia, was formerly known as 
part of Gazaland, and is certainly 
one of the richest areas in South 
Africa.

Formerly Lobengula and Gungu- |

LIMA BEAN CROQUETTES 

Two cups cooked lima beans, 1 
tablespoon minced onion, 2 table- 
spoons melted butter or bacon fat, 
% cup canned tomato, % teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce, flour, egg, 
dried bread crumbs, salt, pepper. 

Canned or cooked dried beans 
can be used, Put beans through 
food chopper. Melt fat or butter 
and brown the onion. Add beans, 
tomato and seasonings. Cook slow- 
ly, stirring to prevent sticking, un- 
til thick, It will take about ten 
minutes. Spread on a platter to 
cool and become firm. Form into | 
croquettes, roll in flour and dip | 
in egg slightly beaten with 1 table- 
spoon water. Roll in crumbs and 
fry in deep hot fat. The fat should 
be hot enough to brown an inch 
cube of bread in forty seconds, or 
285 degrees F. on a fat thermometer.

'ALTA. SCHOOL 
ENROLMENT AT 
RECORD LEVEL 


171,445 Students Attended | 
Classes in This Province 
During 1933 ‘ 


Establishing an all-time Alberta 
peak in school enrolment a total of 
171,445 students attended classes in 
this province in 1933, according to 
the 28th annual report of the de- 
partment of education and released 
by Hon. Perren Baker, minister of 
education. This represents an in- 
crease of 650 over the previous 
year. 

“We may feel a justifiable pride 
in the fact that more children took 
advantage of our educational facil- 
ities than ever before, that more 
school rooms were in operation than 
ever before and that the period of 
operation of these schools was but 
slightly less on the average than 
the highest point in our history,” 
states the report. 


HIGHEST IN HISTORY 

Continuing with statistical inform- 
ation, the Minister sets forth that 
there were in operation in 1933, 
2,947 one-room schools with a total 
registration of 66,279 pupils. Both 
these totals are the highest in the 
province's history. 

A year ago there were 64 consol- 
idated schools, operating 215 rooms 
and caring for 7,193 pupils. Sixty | 
two such school maintained 21% 
rooms and enrolled 7,243 pupils in 
the period under review. 

A school year of m#e than 160 
days was conducted by pupils of 
96.5 per cent of all schools in op- 
eration, while the average number 
of days in operation for all schools 
was 192.56. This represents a de- 
crease of 2.5 days on the average 
over the preceding year, is approxi- 
mately the same as for the year 
1930-1931. The average monthly per- 
centage of attendance declined from 
a high of 90.02 to 88.69. 


PERCENTAGE 13.49 

Twenty years ago 32.24 per cent 
of all children in the schools were 
in Grade One. This year the per- 
centage was 13.49. Similarly on 
the same dates the percentages of 
pupils in the high school grades 
were 3.92 and 17.13 respectively. 
The number of rooms of secondary 
school rank—628 in all—showed ar 
increase for the year of 37. 

There were 5,796 rooms in oper- 
ation in the year all told and 6,050 
teachers were employed. The at- 
tendance act requires that children 
shall remain in school until they 
have reached 15 years. Twelve and 
one-half per cent of all pupils en- 
rolled are above this cge. 

“The percentage of pupils who 
are over age continues to be too 
high,” states the report, “it being 
this year 36.04 as compared with 
35.43 for last year. This is explained 
largely by the fact that a consider- 
able number of pupils lose far too 
many days. It is of little avail to 
operate schools for the maximum 
number of days if those for whom 
the education is purchased are not 
there to consume it, Coleman, with 
a registration of 665 pupils, main- 
tained an average monthly percent- 
age of attendance of 95.8. This high 
percentage reflects credit on both 
the efficiency of the school organi- 
zation and the devotion to duty of 
the pupils.” 

20 NEW DISTRICTS 

Twenty new districts were or- 
ganized in 1933. This is the smal- 
lest number erected in any one 
year since the province was organ- 
ized. On the other hand, 72 dis- 
tricts were disorganized. This is 
explained by the fact that due to 
economic conditions it was found 
necessary to combine 67 small dis- 
tricts to form the Berry Creek 
School District No. 4617. “Thus we 
have an experiment with a larger 
unit of administration going on 
frora which some valuable inform- 
ation may be gleaned,” says the 
report. 

Schools of one department were 
operated by 2,947 districts, while 
the two largest districts operated 
409 and 434 departments respec- 
tively. The actual cost per pupil 
based on average attendance in all 
schools for the year was $73.66, 
This is the lowest per capita cost 
since 1916 when it was $72.53. The 
average salary for the year in rural 
schools was $841.57; in town schools 
$1,414.25, while in all schools the 
average salary was $1,076.51. This 
is the lowest since 1916.

GOVERNMENT “PANNED” 

A review of circumstances at- 
tendant upon the Calgary by-elec- 
tion was given by Mr. Ross, In this 
connection he took the government 
severely to task for not participating 
in the election 

“It is indeed strange that in a 
constituency, which, as a unit, con- 
tributes more in taxation to the 
revenue of this province than any 
other unit in the province, that the 
government took no part in the elec- 
tion. Is this government not inter- 
ested in the attitude of the people 
of the cities toward this govern- 
ment? Are not the urban people en- 
titled to know the policies of this 
| government and where the govern- 
ment could find a better oppor- 
tunity of explaining their policies 
than in a by-clection of the im- 
portance of the late one? 

“As members now, elections in the 
| cities are conducted under propor- 
tional representation, the main pur- 
pose of which is to insure that min- 
orities of sufficient strength are 
represented, Outside the cities pro- 
portional representation does not 
apply. Single member constituencies 
j eleet their representatives by a 
| transferrable vote, which i 


insures 
that only majorities get representa- 
tion, 

ATTACKS VOTING SYSTEM 

| “I feel very strongly that these 
|} two methods of voting should not 
| be in effect at the same time. If 
| this government feels the minority 
| should be represented, the oppor- 
tunity should be given to minori- 
ties outside the cities as well as in 
|} them. This is a matter, however, 
that I hope to discuss on a future 
| occasion 

“In this recent by-election, as 
there was only one member to be 
elected, the single transferable 
vote applied and consequently the 
issue was clear-cut as between 
those who believed in the policies 
of the Co-operative Commonwealth 
Federation and those who did not, 
and the answer of the people was 
unmistakable; unmistakable not 
only as regards Federation policies, 
but much more unmistakable re- 
garding this government. Not one 
candidate would associate himself 
or herself with this government 
and all publicly stated that as far 
as they could understand its poli- 
cies, they were opposed to it.” 
MONETARY INEQUALITY 

Mr. Ross felt it was now reccg 
nized that one of the major causes 
of the present depression was the 
instability of the monetary system 
and the abuses to which it was sub- 
jected during and following’ fhe 
war. 

“Had our monetary system,” he 
said, “been properly managed, with 
due recognition of the inflation that 
had taken place and its effects been 
adjusted, either by devaluation of 
our money to correspond with the 
inflation or by the maintenance of 
the price level at a figure that 
would have been reasonably fair 
to both debtor and creditor much 
of the misery we have suffered 
would have been avoided

year, which now amounts to ap-

considerable relief to the exporters 
of this country and means to those 
exporting grain or other agricwl- 
tural products to England, an im- 
portant increase in the price they 
are receiving in our currency. 

For instance, it means that while 
the price of wheat in Liverpool 
today is practically the same as it 
was a year ago, our farmers are 
receiving from 15 to 20 cents more 
a bushel for their wheat expressed 
in Canadian currency.
